WRITER PROPOSES NEW 
‘APPROACH’ FOR CLINIC 

BY W. HENRY McMILLEN 

The nature of a clinic is much like that of a laboratory in 
that its activities are experimental—fluid—subject to change 
After having discussed the Clinic of Sierra Madre with several 
people, I am convinced that the broad, general approach to our 
aims, as suggested in earlier articles, is not the best tactic Wt 
should start off on a more de¬ 


tailed note. 

Something concrete, such as 
determining the various points 
to consider regarding personal¬ 
ity faults and defects in char¬ 
acter. These little items always 
seem to be very elusive things 
to discover— in ourselves. 

In others, the task is not so 
difficult. In fact, many persons 
find it a pleasure. So the pre¬ 
liminary step of study by the 
Clinic of Sierra Madre will be 
an easy one. 

Our initial endeavor will be 
the compiling of a catalogue 
of various faults of personality 
and character defects. Then, 
under each one listed, we shall 
try to list all the different 
symptoms which reveal the ex¬ 
istence of that specific type of 
imperfection. 

We must recognize symptoms 
before we can attempt any dia¬ 
gnosis or suggest any treat¬ 
ment. 

And, since self-analysis is 
dependent upon knowing what 
to look for—and since self in¬ 
spection is so apt to be biased,

we can be assured of a more 
honest, reliable listing of im¬ 
perfections, along with their re¬ 
spective symptoms, by observ¬ 
ing and studying others, tak¬ 
ing inventory of our close 
friends, neighbors and relativ¬ 
es. 

Of course, for goodness sakes, 
don’t let any of them know 
you are doing this. We certain¬ 
ly don’t want our Clinic of Si¬ 
erra Madre to start off as a 
‘mutual insulting society.’ 

And, naturally, when you 
send in your letters to the 
clinic, you will never give any 
idea as to whom your reports 
are on, nor age, sex nor other 
clue to identity. 

Once a sufficient number of 
letters have been received, we 
shall be able to compile a com¬ 
posite picture of problems and 
their symptoms, and this will 
be our own yardstick for self¬ 
measurement —for determining 
what particular faults we have 
that may be preventing us from 
enjoying our full measure of 
happiness. 

Now the question has been 
asked: “How can I know exact¬ 
ly when, or which ones, of my 
traits of character are causing 
me any unhappiness?” 

“You may tell very easily. 
Does the act, or thought, of 
spoken word, remain in your 
mind? Or ..return to your 
thoughts later—in remorse—in 
regret—in increased anger at 
the object of such act, thought, 
or spoken word, or even in an¬ 
ger at yourself for having been 
‘that way.’ 

There are many others, but 
these are the principle ones you 
will recognize. How many of “ 
us can dare to claim we are 
free from ail these causes of 
unhappiness?

Just how much the public prefers an old feature film to a 
new, live show that is less than a top production, can be 
| judged by the ratings on A1 Jarvis' afternoon program on 
1 KLAC-TV. To break the live routine of the marathon five- 
hour show, an old feature film is inserted at 3:00 p. m. daily. 

| Now, this film is a talking picture, which is about as much 
( as you can say regarding its age. Just barely a “talkie.” 

, And it has been shown on TV probably ten times. But as 
I soon a s the picture goes on Jarvis’ rating takes a big jump. 
When the final fadeout comes the rating falls back. 

This would seem to prove that movies are great audience 
grabbers. Station managers are discovering, however, that 
newer films are too expensive and sponsors are deserting 
them in favor of live shows. KTLA, which has continued to 
hold the audience lead, is cutting picture showing by 35 
per cent. KN'BH refuses to show more than two or three 
feature films a week. The two other network stations, 
KTSL and KECA, are extending little effort to get more fea¬ 
ture film footage. Incidentally, KECA’s "Triple Feature” 
Monday night extravaganza has slipped badly and may soon 
bow in audience to KLAC’s "Million Dollar Monday Movie 
Night.” 

KfTV has a lot of expensive footage on hand. KFI-TV 
however, probably will drop its heavy film schedule in favor 
of live shows when the new KHJ-TV management takes over.

under the control of the re¬ 
spective city civil defense di¬ 
rectors. 

John Conzelman, Sierra Ma- 
dre’s authority on atomic en¬ 
ergy, is going to contact Dr. 
Knowland of Pasadena, region¬ 
al atomic energy coordinator, 
regarding what trained person¬ 
nel and radiation-detection 
equipment would be instantly 
available in case of an atomic 
attack nearby. 

E. W. Ward, Red Cross branch 
chief, stated that he has made 
a report to the Los Angeles 
Welfare Division, announcing 
that in case of disaster Sierra 
Madre has in its schools, 
churches, and other public 
buildings space for 760 beds. 
But, he added, in case of “dire 
need,” 7200 beds could be ac¬ 
commodated. 

Beds and bedding would have 
to be furnished from the Red 
Cross or other outside sources, 
Mr. Ward said. 

Dave Sheriff, Dick Ware, and 
Marcus Woodworth presented a 
report on a mock disaster prob¬ 
lem the Communications 
Branch of the local CD organ¬ 
ization carried on recently, us¬ 
ing three of their six mobile 
radio units and their two walk¬ 
ie-talkies. 

Excerpts of a wire recording 
of messages sent to and from 
units were played for the local 
defense chiefs, and Mayor Kin¬ 
ney congratulated the com¬ 
munications branch on the ef¬ 
ficient way in which these units 
can function in case our tele¬ 
phone system is temporarily or 
partially put out of order. 
According to Col. Charles Mor¬ 
rison, publicity director, it was 
the consensus of opinion at the 
meeting that the need for an 
air-tight civil defense plan is 
more acute now than at any 
time in the past—regardless of 
what happens in Korea. 

“We still are short 45 per cent 
of our block wardens, 80 per 
cent of our required voluntary 
police force, and 80 per cent 
of our local California Defense 
and Security Corps company,” 
said Colonel Morrison.

Cemetery owners seek 
ground that is well-drained 
and not likely to be residen¬ 
tial; and brick makers want 
land where the "alluvial de¬ 
posits have been washed off 
and clay is close to the sur¬ 
face.”
